Definite preliminary organization of 
a voluntary wheat pool in southern Al- 
berta to market co-operatively through 
one cetralized selling -ageney the ¢om- 
ing 1923 crop, was: accomplished at a 
general meeting in McLeod last Thurs- 
day afternoon and‘evening of farmers 
frém all over Alberta, when an organ- 
ization, known as the Southern Alber- 
ta Producers’ Association, Ltd., was 
formed. Farmers and farmer . mem- 
bers of the Alberta legislature from 
as far north as Olds and and . as. far 
south as Cardston-and Pincher Creek 
attended the meeting, and it was de- 


cided that immediate action loeking to} } 


the prompt completion of a co-opera- 
tive wheat pool for marketing of south 
pipers’ bumper crop this year be 

en, 


at once to sign up farmers for the pool. 

The resolution authorizing the for- 
mation of the wheat yo provided for 
the handling of all farm products on 
the community basis as soon as pos- 
sible,’ It was also provided, for link- 
ing up with other associations formed 
ng similar lines, and offered to co- 
operation with the provincial legisla- 
ture and the United Farmers of Alber- 
ta, in the formation of a provincial 
wheat pool, ~ = 
This board of directors will meet 
Aaron Sapiro-in Calgary today. 

Since the meeting at Macleod, meet- 
ings alive been held at several other 
centres in Southern Alberta and_ all 
have heartily endorsed the. action tak- 
en at Macleod, “a 

At both Tronchu and Blackie ninety 
percent of the farmers are expected 
to sign the contracts to poo! their 1923 
wheat through one centralized selling 
agency, and at all gatherings resolu- 
tions favoring the 1923 pool were un- 
animously passed, Farmers at all the 
meetings decided to join the Southern 
Alberta Producers’ Association. 


C. N. R. Will Soon 
Cease to be a Burden 


In bout three years’ time the Can- 
adian National railways may be ex- 
pected to have ceased te be a burden 
on the pockets of the taxpayers, Sir 
Henry Thornton, president of the gov- 
ernment railways declared. He added 
however, the provisi that such would 
be the case if no unforseen disaster 
struchk Canada. ° 

Sir Henry explained that the differ- 
ent lines making up the Canadian gov- 
ernment system, formerly rivals, and 
mostly weak, could not be co-ordinat- 
ed and brought into harmony in a few 
months, but progress was being made. 
Net recepts were already improving 
greatly and showed signs of continu- 
ng to improve. Another three years 
ought to see the end of the succéssion 
of deficits, 

“We have enemies,” Sir pare de- 
c'ared, ‘and.we know it and we know 
we have a standup fight before us, ‘I 
believe in this thing and am going

end. We will get out, not when the

Do Much Damage 
Through Montana 


FIVE HUNDRED SQUARE 
OF CROP COMPLETELY DES- 
TROYED BY PESTS —ALBER-

Prof. E,. H. trickland passed 
through town last Monday on a tour 
of inspection in connection with the 


grasshopper campaign in this district. 

|'To the Review he expressed himself as 
well pleased with the work done in 
this and the Medicine Hat districts by 
P. H. Wedderburn and A, W. Murphy, 
who have had charge of the campaign 
in this section of the province. 

Prof, Strickland has just returned 
jfrom a trip down along the inter- 
| national border during which he visit- 
}ed sections of Montana, where he 
| found that over 600 square miles of 
jcrop had been completely ‘destroyed 
| by the grasshoppers this summer, 
| This large thract of land was cleaned 
\up completely by the hoppers in three 
days, 

At present the only places in - Al- 
berta that are showing any signs of 
the pests getting beyond control are 
the Peace River district and some sec- 
tions of the Cypres# hills. 

As.a safgeguard against the immi- 
gration-of the pets from Montana suv 
carloads of poison have been shipped 
to the Foremost district. So far xe 
have not been many come north from 
that section hut the reason for this is 
that the winds have not been favor- 
able for such migration, 

Prof.Strickland is convinced that the 
only reason this province has not suf- 
fered to the same extent as Montana 
this year is because of the excellent 
work done by the superintendents and 
the co-operation given them by the 
farmers last year and this season. 

In the districts in Montana through 
which the grasshoppers have gone, 
farmers are leaving the country and 
banks and elevators have gone out of 
business, :

The antifoxin treatment of diphtheria 

has ‘reduced the death-rate in that 

disease from 29.8 percent. in 1890 to 

9.3 per cent. in 1922, which means“That 

200 additional lives are saved in every 

1,000 cases. In 1871 enteric fever 

claimed 374 lives in each million of the 

population; in 1922 it was 12 in each 
million,

Haying is in progress over the prov- 
ince, and the yield of native grasses is 
vay heavy, although the timothy crop 

ll be light. The first cutting of alf- 
alfa has yielded well and the second 
growth is showing a good stand. 

Harvesting of wheat will commence 
in a few districts in the province as 
early as August 10, but willenot be 
general until between the 15 and 20. 
The weather generally speaking has 
been very warm, with a few showers 
In one or two districts in the south- 
eastern part of the province, the hot 
weather has produced slight drought 
conditions, but the grain has not suf- 
fered to any appreciable exvent. Grass- 
hoppers are still causing some trougle 
in a few districts in the south, and 
there have been one or two serious 
flights. Little damage, however, | w 
reported as yet. 

Since the last report damage from 
hail has been serious in some districts 
in a limited area, where the extent ot 
damage has ranged from 25 to 75 
cent.A large number of,claims hdVe 
been received at. the offices of the 
municipal hail board, but the majority 
of these are for comparatively smau 
amounts.
